This is arguably the most important coin ever struck in the Arabian Peninsula. It is the earliest gold coin which names a locality in the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, in this case the birthplace of the Faith, the Hijaz, the land of the Holy Cities of Makka and Medina. 


This extremely rare dinar is considered to have been of gold mined at the Ma’dan Amir al-Mu’minin bi'l Hijaz, “the Mine of the Commander 
of the Faithful in the Hijaz”. Dr George C Miles, the most eminent Islamic numismatist of the twentieth century, identifies this mint with 
Ma’‘dan (later Harrah) Bani Sulaym, southeast of Madina and northwest of Makka, on the pilgrimage route between Baghdad and Makka. 
Arab historians record that the Umayyad Caliph ‘Umar bin ‘Abd al-’Aziz bought a piece of land, on which there was a mine, from Bilal bin 
al-Harith, who had received the land from the Prophet Muhammad himself. It is also virtually certain that Ma’dan Bani Sulaym is today’s 
Mahd al-Dhahab, the site of the gold mine worked by the Saudi Arabian Mining Syndicate.

Hadramawt and Highlands of South-Western Arabia, Ayyubid Coins (73) and Rasulid Coins (392), struck between : 
the mid-6" and mid-9" Centuries of the Hijra. This collection is probably the most comprehensive of its kind. It: 
includes coins of virtually every ruler and every known mint during this period. This region was always known | 
for its light-weight Islamic gold and silver coins, probably due to the virtual absence of a circulating copper 
coinage in the area. When the Ayyubids of Egypt sent members of their family to occupy this region they adopted | 
a similar light-weight standard for their gold and silver.

The Silver Dirhams of the Ayyubids frequently displayed superb Kufic calligraphy in a variety of refined and artistic enclosures. These are 
among the most attractive of all the designs found on Islamic coins 

Rasulid coinage proper began in 634h, after al-Mansur ‘Umar (626-647h) had received caliphal recognition as ruler of his territories from al- - 
Mustansir. He is recorded to have issued five types of silver coinage, distinguished by their various designs but relatively uniform weights. He 
was followed by the greatest of all Rasulid rulers, al-Muzaffar Yusuf (647-694h), and then by the latter’s son al-Ashraf ‘Umar II (694-696h), who » 
was succeeded by his brother al-Mu’ayyad Da’ud (696-721h). Da’ud’s son al-Mujahid ‘Ali (721-764h) struck three different types of dirhams. 
The Rasulids displayed their allegiance to Sunni Islam by continuing to place the name of the last Abbasid Caliph, al-Mus’tasim, on their — 
coinage for many decades after his deposition and death in 656h. 

It was al-Mujahid ‘Ali who made the great innovation of introducting pictorial designs on these coins. A lion was seen on those from al-Mahjam, 

a hawk at Zabid, two fish at ‘Adan and a seated ruler at Tha’bat. Ali’s son, al-Afdal al-‘Abbas (764-778h), continued to employ pictorial designs, 
but these were placed above and below the marginal legends instead of in the field as they had been previously. Under al-Ashraf Isma’il (778- 
803h), the son of al-‘Abbas, ten different coinage designs were used, many only briefly. Under him the pictorial devices became more elaborate, 
frequently occupying a large area of the field. Among these were two fish, head to tail, at Adan, a lion attacking a bull at al-Mahjam (this design was 
taken from classical antiquity), a mounted falconer holding his hawk at Ta’izz, and a hawk attacking a hubayra at Zabid. Later ona lion appeared 
at “Adan and a seated ruler at al-Mahjam, then a chalice at ‘Adan, flower-like ornaments and finally three swords in a circle at Zabid. 

The next ruler, al-Nasir Ahmad (803-827h), is known for many different coinage types, but because they are largely undated it is impossible at 
this point to work out a sequence of his issues, as the Rasulid state had entered a period of rapid decline during his reign. The coinage of the 


last three rulers, al-Mansur ‘Abd Allah (827-830h), al-Ashraf Isma‘il II (830-831h) and al-Zahir Yahya (831-842h), is extraordinarily rare, which — 
revealed the economic and political weakness of the dynasty.
